Death Follows Attack of Tet- 
anus at His Country Home 
Near this City. 



STRICKEN ON 

LAST SUNDAY 



Was Prominent Farmer and 
President of Constitu- | 
tional Convention.

Surrounded* by 
Cassius M. Clay, 
man, died at his 
three miles from 



his family Hon. 
farmer and public 
home, "Auvergne," 
this city, on the 



Winchester pike, Thursday night, 
about 10 o'clock .following an attack 
of tetanus, from which he had been 
suffering since last Sunday. 

The death of Mr. Clay was a dis- 
tinct shock, to the community, 
although it was known that recovery 
from his most recent illness was 
doubtful. 

About three weeks ago Mr. Clay 
underwent an operation at a Lexing- 
ton hospital , from the effects of 
which he never fully recovered, 
A week ago Saturday he was able 
to attend the sale of the Bourbon 
Warehouse Tobacco Company. 

Mr. Clay was prominent as a far- 
mer and as a business man, ^«d ws 
one of the most influential citizens of 
the county. 

The funeral was held Satuday 
afternoon, and was probably the larg- 
est funeral ever held in the county. 
The spacious rooms and halls of the 
mansion were crowded with friends 
of this distinguished gentleman-, 
scholar and statesman who desired to 
pay a last tribute of -love and respect 
to his memory and to express by 
their presence their sympathy for the 
members of the bereaved family. 

Mrs. Frank Fithian, Miss Flora Hill, 
Prof. A. H. Morehead and Dr. Fithian 
composed the quartette which render- 
ed "In the Hour of Trial," and 
"When Peace Like a River." Rev. 
Dr. B. M. Shive, pastor of the .Presby- 
terian Church, offered prayer, and 
Rev. W. E. Ellis, pastor of the Chris- 
tian chmureh, read an appropriate 
Scripture leeson, followed by remarks 
which were altogether fitting, and ex- 
pressive of the high esteem in which 
Mr. Clay was held, and of the nobil- 
ity and dignity of his character. 

As the casket was being moved 
"Art Thci Weary?" The body was 
followed to the Paris cemetery by a 
large concourse of relatives and 
friends. 

As the casket was being lowered 
from the home the quartet sang 
to its hi t resting place the quartet 
sang, "So le Day We'll Understand," 
after which Rev. Ellis pronounced the 
benediction, and all that was mortal 
of this distinguished citizen, devoted 
husband, father and friend was left 
to rest beneath a wealth of hand- 
some florr.l tributes. 

Mr. Clay was born on the old family 
homesteaci in Bourbon county on Mar. 
26. 1846, 1 ad was the son of Brutus J. 
and Ann M (Fields) Clay. He was 
reared under the influences of a home 
of distinct ve culture and refinement 
and was afforded the best of educa- 
tional advantages in his youth. Aft- 
er completing a course of preparatory 
study in the Sayres , Classical School 
at Frankfort, he gave himself a fa- 
mous alma mater by entering Yale 
University. He was graduated with 
the class of 1866, and delivered an 
oration on his commencement day, be- 
ing fifth in his class in scholarship. 

After his graduation, Mr. Clay re- 
turned to Bourbon county and .has 
ever since been engaged in general 
agriculture and stock raising, through 
the meduini of which he gained grati- 
fying success, 'his methods being of 
the most enlightened character. In 
short he exemplified a progres- 
sive spirit and effective generalship 
in his extensive operations along 
these lines and contributed in no 
small degree to the furtherance of 
the best interests of the county of his 
nativity. 

A man of broad intellectual ken and 
well fortified opinions Mr. Clay very 
naturally became a leader in thought 
and action tin this section and proved 
a beneficent force in public affairs. 
At various times during his career 
he has written articles on economic 
and political subjects, often anony- 
mously, and seldom above his signa- 
ture, and he has given his heart and 
hand to the articles of faith of the 
Democratic party. In the past he has 
given much service to the party in 
this section of the State. 

In 1871 Mr. Clay was elected by the 
voters of Bourbon to -represent the 
county in the State Legislature, and 
so satisfactory was the quality of his 
statesmanship that he was chosen 
his own successor in the election of 
1873. He was a valued and loyal 
worker on v the floor and in the com- 
mittee room and did much to further 
wise legislation. Still further hon- 
ors were accorded him in 1875 when 
he was elected to represent his dis- 
trict in the State Senate, in which he 
served one term, and made a splendid 
record in promoting* liberal legisla- 
tion and the regulation of corpora- 
tions and expenditures on the part of 
the State. 

In 1889 he was selected as the del- 
egate from Bourbon county to the con- 
stitutional convention fcy which was

formulated the present constitution of 
tinction to serve as president of that 
important convention. Having large 
capitalistic and landed interests in 
this county, he was naturally interest- 
ed and gave his influence and support 
to all measures tending to advance 
the best interests of his native coun- 
ty, and was especially active in bring- 
ing its industrial enterprises up to a 
high standard. During his career he 
has been identified with the banking 
interests of this city, and had served 
as President of the Deposit Bank. As 
president of the old Bourbon County 
Agricultural Society, a position he 
held for three years, the institution 
prospered to a great extent, and it 
was through his management that the 
stock-raising and agricultural pur- 
suits were advanced through this me- 
dium. At the time of his death he 
was actively identified with the affairs 
of the Society, and was also presi- 
dent of the Bourbon Tobacco Ware- 
house Company, organized more than 
a year ago, and which is at present 
In a flourishing condition. His devo- 
tion to his business interests in this 
concern hastened the illness which 
brought about his death. 

Mr. Clay was a candidate in 1895 
for the Governorship of Kentucky, 
and in one of the most heated cam- 
paigns of ruJprn times, was' de- 
feated by Hon. P. Watt Hardin, who, 
in the regulr election^ was defeated 
by Senator \V. O. Bradley, Republi- 
can This with one exception 
closed his political career. During 
the stirring period cf 2899 -he was 
closely identified with Governor Wil- 
liam Goebel, and was one of his 
strongest suoporters in this section of 
the State. 

For a number of years he was a 
curator of State University, resigning 
about a year ago on account of ill 
health. 

In Bourbon county, on the 27th of 
January, 1869, Mr. Clay wos united 
in marriage to Miss Sue E. Clay, a^ 
daughter of Samuel and Nancy T. 
Clay, and to this union were born four 
children — Junius B., who died at the 
age of thirty-three years; Samuel H., 
who was twenty-three years of age at 
the time of his death; Ann L., who is 
the wife of William R. Shackleford. 
of Richmond, Ky.; and Sue E., the 
wife of Dr. Cyril Goodman, of Cairo, 
Egypt. Mrs. Clay died On the 6th of 
June, 1880, and in October, 1882, Mr. 
Clay wedded Miss Pattie B. Lyman, 
daughter of Dr. A. B. Lyman, of this 
county. She survived her marriage 
by only ope year, the only child dy- 
ing in infancy. On tne6th of Decem- 
ber, 1888, Mr. Clay contracted a third 
marriage, Miss Mary Blythe Harris, 
daughter of Hon. John D. Harris, of 
Madison county, becoming his wife. 
She was born and reared in Madison 
county. Mr. and Mrs. Clay 
have two children— Cassius M., Jr., \ 
who was born March 2, 1895, and 
John Harris, who was born March 27, 
1897.

Henry S. Graves, U. S. Forester, 
spoke before the National Conserva- 
tion Congress in session at Washing- 
ton, dwelling particularly on the pres- 
ent policies of the Government in re- 
spect to the activities of the forest 
-ervice. Referring to the attitude of 
the present administration, as to the 
so-called States' rights policy, which 
has advocated State instead of Fed- 
eral control of forests, Mr. Graves 
says there is no thought of any 
change in the established system of 
Federal ownership and control. The 
Forester spoke in part as follows: 

"The nation has an important 
stake in forestry. Here as in all 
other countries, the real development 
of forestry began when the Govern- 
ment took up its practice. Even to- 
day some persons would leave the 
forests entirely to private owners, 
others insist that the public phases 
of forestry are altogether a State 
this field uncalled for. Those who 
hold this view are usually either 
lukewarm concerning the need for 
forest conservation or opposed to re 
stricting private activities. Yet un- 
restricted private exploitation of for- 
ests is impossible if we continue to 
have the forests that the nation 
needs. 

"National responsibility in forest- 
ry is perfectly clear-cut. There 
need be no confusion with an equal- 
ly clear-cut responsibility of the 
States. And as to private forestry 
little of value has so far been done 
that has not been an outcome of pub- 
lic action through State or Federl 
aagencies, or both. The national 
work will always be the backbone of 
American forestry, not trenching on 
or interfering with State work. or in- 
dividual efforts, but serving as a 
guarantee that national needs which 
States cannot meet will be provided 
for on a national scale. 

"Underlying the forestry problem 
are two fundamental considerations 
which shold be emphasized and re- 
iterated until thoroughly driven 
home. One is the public character 
of forestry. Both in the matter of a 
continued supply of forest products 
and in that of the conservation of 
water resources the public welfare -is 
at stake. Secondly, stability of pol- 
icy and permanence of ownership are 
essential to any successful attack 
this great conservation problem. 
"I am frequently asked as I* travel 
about the country whether I am go- 
ing to make important changes in 
forestry policy. I was asked that 
very often in 1910, when I first took 
office. I am asked it often this year. 
My answer is that what we are seek- 
ing is not change but the development 
of a permanent public enterprise 
with consistent and stable policies. 
The national forests were set aside in 
the recognition that the bulk of the 
lands should be handled permanently 
under public protection and control. 

"The aim of the present adminis- 
tration is not to overturn, but to take 
every possible step to increase the 
efficiency of the organization, to ad- 
just difficulties, and to advance as 
fast as possible the purposes for 
which the national forets were estab- 
lished. Secretary Houston recently 
said to me: 

" 'Establish permanent boundaries. 
Classify your lands; segregate the 
agricultural land and fix right limits 
for what is needed as protective and 
productive forests.' Develop perma- 
nent policies based on full recogni- 
tion of lasting public interests, and 
settled forestry practice fitted to the

TO FILL PURSiHHSERS! 



It would be a difficult matter for 
Americans to reach true conclusions 
a to what constitutes a monarchial 
government machine. 

Still they have a basis to go by, 
taking the strenuous government this 
country had a few years ago, when 
such great energy and zeal worth of 
a better motive, American money 
and corporations were driven, via the 
big stick route, into the Secret 
Treasury of the English Government 
Syndicate. Some of the corporations 
of which control was thus secured in 
large deals similar to the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Corporation, are cer- 
tain steamship lines. The case refer-' 
fed to is where the English Govern- 
ment's American representative se- 
cured with American dollars, and 
went into that same Syndicate Tras- 
ury where others of past generations 
have gone. These ships sail as secret 
syndicate property and were put un- 
der British flag, causing considerable 
criticism at the time, but it appears 
that as the ships sailed out of sight 
the incident was forgotten. 

While the oceans are wide with 
many harbors, English Gevernment 
Syndicate ships can be found every- 
where, sailing under various cor- 
poration names, but always under 
the Union Jack flag. No country on 
I earth has contributed more ships in- 
to the Syndicate's Treasury than has 
the United States. When the consti- 
tution is upheld in every sense, the 
Monroe Doctrine carried out to the 
letter and the rights , of the people 
are earnestly protected, then it will 
be found that the people of this coun- 
try were not permitted to contribute 
and construct the Panama Canal 
without a far-fetched purpose and de- 
sign. The people of this country 
have provided and own the ships as 
well as the canal. It is by the monop- 
oly of ocean commerce and playing 
the middleman between nations that 
the greatest injustice is done to all 
nations, although apparently but lit- 
tle realized by any of them. All un- 
dertake to remedy economic evils 
within nations by temporary and 
local national legislation, instead of 
going at the head of the evil and ad- 
justing matters from there downward 
and outward. 

The • Panama Canal may well be 
J considered in connection with the 
1 strings of steamships that Americans 
! have contributed to that syndicate 
'treasury. It may still be remember- 
1 ed that the Panama Canal is a pro- 
jduction of Americans, the same thing 
jalso applies to the ships. Here is a 
I case where Americans were first 
j made to produce the ships and then 
•the Canal. Then comes in a cor- 
■ rupted European Government heading 



ily disposed of the banks were drain- 
ed, foreign exchange was run up and 

the fight was taken out of the 'Em- 
peror. By converting American 
trust stock into cash, the effects of 
prospective tariff legislation were 
evaded and at the same time the 
English Government Syndicate was 
supplied with funds mostly produced 
by Americans for making the Chinese 
$500,000,000 and other large loans. 

The method employed by the Eng- 
lish Government Syndicate to secure 
complete control of the Suez Canal 
was a piece of political trickery little 
short of devilish. This control was 
secured with the aid of the corrupt- 
ed Rothchild French Government 
and courts. Some of the best men of 
France who had control of the Suez 
Canal were led into a financial trap 
in connection with the first Panama 
undertaking and were financially 
ruined and socially disgraced by the 
House of Rothchild French Govern- 
ment and the corrupt secret syndi- 
cate courts. Among the financaially 
powerful taking such an active inter- 
est, was the British Ambassador to 
Paris, who figured as the principal 
foreign manipulator for the English 
Government Syndicate in the Suez 
Canal scandal and among the secret 
clan, when talked about before others 
he was simply referred to as "X." 
It was the devilish policies of these 
powerfully great before the world, by 
which the simpler people of France 
were deceived and which made it pos- 
sible to cast a manufactured disgrace 
upon some of the best and most re- 
spected families of France. This 
happened about thirty years ago; 
since which time the better class of 
citizens of France, fearing fierce 
contentions and manufactured dis- 
grace have held aloof and have taken

4. That the House shall meet an 
hour or more earlier than in the past, 
the time thus gained and the early 
days of the session, so far as may be, 
to be devoted to the reference and 
first reading of bills.

final action. 

6. That bills shall be printed in 
the order in which they are intro- 
duced and, under such penalties as 
will get results, copies of every bill 
shall be on the desk of members not 
less than five days after their ref- 
erence. 

7. That, except upon a majority 
or two-thirds vote, no bill shall be 
introduced after twenty days of the 
session has expired, and that at the 
end of thirty legislative days, if it 
then appears that the work of the

Canal. Concerning the Suez Canal 
the English Government owns first 
the "Canal," and second nearly all 
of the "ships," especially freighters , 
dealing in commerce. The Govern- 
ment Syndicate then makes the first 
' and second work hand in hand and 
puts the tolls in the Suez Canal so 
high on all ships that it just about 
shuts out competive steamship lines 
of other nations from European-Ori- 
ental trade. 

The Suez Cnal in its present form 
was constructed and mostly paid for 
by the people of France. This was 
done by securing subscribers for large 
denominations to interests in the 
Canal for its construction. The Lat- 
in nations of Europe invariably em- j ters 
ployed this method for raising funds 
from the wealthier for any impor- 
tant undertaking. 

While the Latin nations employed 
this system of raising funds from the 
wealthier classes, the English Gov- 
ernment inaugurated the corporation 
and stock exchange system, forming 
a secret compact with the House of 
Rothchild heading the Jews of Europe. 
Out of this secret compact with the 
House of Rothchild, the present in- 
ternational stock exchange system was 
developed and is carried on without 
either government supervision or 
control. 

The stock exchange system oper- 
ated by secret instruments of the 
English Government may well be 
compared to that employed by the 
Latin nations for raising funds among 
the wealthier families. To illustrate 
the difference, we shall explain a few 
incidents that happened in Europe 
immediately after the last Presiden- 
tial election in this country, after 
which the English Government Syn- 
dicate seemed anxious to convert 
American trust stock at high prices 
Into cash and cut down its holdings 
in this country. At the time the $250,- 
000,000 deal with the Czar of Russia 
was reported in Germany and Aus- 
tria there was daily danger of the 
Triple Alliance declaring war with 
England and its auxiliary, the French 
Government. The report of the $250,- 
000,000 investment seemed to answer 
the purpose of notifying the German 
Emperor and the Triple Alliance, 
£hat England had the aid of Russia, 
which ws also demonstrated by 
Russia's change in tactics. The re- 
port in the German and Austrian 
Press of the Czar's investment of 
$250,000,0000 in American securities 
was used as an inducement to get 
others to invest in 1 so-called "Amer- 
ican Securities." Two particular 
instances came to our notice where 
laboring men with small savings 
were confidentially advised by their 
Jewish broker-bankers to invest 
holdings in these so-called "Ameri- 
can Securities," which in these par- 
ticular cases were corporation stock, 
Steel Trust stock and the stock in 
three railroads, two of which were 
the Union Pacific and St. Louis and 
San Francisco railroads. By this 
method of classing corporation stock 
as staple securities and disposing of 
it at the high tide in values, all basis 
for legitimate rating of interest is 
abolished.

Time-Savi n g and Effective Legislative 
Program. 



Kvrept the long session of is ._• ::. 
mainly occupied in adapting the stat- 
ute laws to the present constitution, 
the coming session of the General 
Assembly, on account of the embar- 
rassed condition of the State Treas- 
ury and the revision of our fiscal sys- 
tem to meet this and future condi- 
tions, and to adapt its methods to the 
recently adopted amendment to the 
constitution, and other pressing mat- 
will likely be the most impor- 
tant one held in a generation. With 
all this work in view, with the limi- 
tations of a sixty-day session in mind, 
and in the light of many years of 
careful observation of legislative 
methods at our own and other State I 
Capitals and at Washington, the fol- 
lowing outline of procedure is re- j 
spectfully suggested for the consider- ; 
ation of members. 

1. That a caucus of the Democrat- 1 
ic members of the House be called 
by the proper authorities to meet in 
Frankfort not latei than the middle 
of December, for the purpose of 
nominating all of the officers of that 
Body. As such nominations would 
be equivalent to an election, this 

j would enable the Speaker, after such 
consideration of the membership as 
may be possible, to frame and an- 
nounce the committees and for the j 
organization to be completed and I 
ready for work on the first day of I 
the session. This caucus in advance j 
would involve little extra trouble or ! 
expense to members, as most of them 
will go to Frankfort within the next 
few weeks to select their seats or on 
other business, and they can easily 
make one trip answer for all these 
purposes. No such advanced cau- 
cus would be necessary for the Sen- 
ate, as the presiding officer of that 
body had already been selected and 
the announcement of the committees 
and completion of the organization 
could be easily effected in one day. 

2. Such a change in rules as will 
substitute for the tedious and time- 
consuming "bill days," which have 
heretofore taken up a large part of 
two days of each week, the provis- 
ion that bills may be introduced at 
any time when the House is in ses- 
sion by simply dropping them in, a 
locked receptacle at the Speaker's 
desks, as is done in Congress and in 
many other States. This would en- 
able that officer to take the bills to 
his room for such consideration of 
their subject matter as may be nec- 
essary for their proper reference. 

3. That all bills shall be referred 
to the committees having charge of 
the matters to which they relate, 
without suggestion from their authors 
or other members from the floor or 
greatest and most obvoiis evil in per- 
mitting the authdr of a bill to select 
the committee to which it shall go, 
this change of rules will go a long 
way In protecting the Speaker from 
personal importunity of the appear- 
ance of discourtesy on this point, and^ 
prevent the reference to and consid- 
eration of two or more bills on the 
same subject by different commit- 
tees, with the confusion, loss ,of time 
and pubile danger inseparable from

NEW CURE FOR DRINK- 
FRUIT AS A SUBSTITUTE. 



In the December American Maga 
zim . Henry Detmers writes a little 
article entitled "A New Cure For 
Drink." Mr. Detmers says that he has 
been in the saloon business for twenty 
years. He is not a drinker himself 
and none of his sons drink. Out of 
his experience he recommends the 
following cure for the liquor habit: 

"I found early in my experience 
exceptions of course — that regular 
consumers of fruit was not a very 
good customer in my business. On 
the ether hand, a typical 'booze fight- 
er' seldom touches* fruit. I always 
kept some apples behind the bai for 
my own use, and I often experi 
mentally offered one to a 'star cus- 
tomer,' who almost invariably re- 
fused. The more I looked into this 
matter, the more firmly I became con- 
vinced that these two habks clash. 
Not caring to have my boys acquire 
the one I inoculated them with the 
other, and I have found that the fruit 
habit early acquired acts as a perfect 
antidote to the liquor habit. 

"I mention apples especially be- 
cause they are something like bread, 
one never tires of them, which is 
more than can be said of peaches, 
pears and oranges. And apples, 
thanks to cold storage , can be had 
every day of the school year. 

"Why shouldn't the apple habit be 
cultivated in the public schools at 
public expense? School trustees 
could advertise for bids to supply the 
school. Then by means of a push- 
the-button contrivance placed at the 
boys' and girls' exits each child 
could get his or her apple as they 
marched out to play at recess time. 
Two apples a day would do the work. 
Children have a veritable craving for 
fruit. I have often heard our vic- 
tims beg another for the 'core.' And 
if it happens that I have merely im- 
agined that the fruit habit offsets the 
drink habit, I know tnat two apples a 
day will have a valued influence on 
the health, good temper and morals 
of the child. 

"Please understand that I have no 
ax to grind, I do not own a single ap- 
ple tree. 

I have never claimed to have dis- 
covered that fruit juices act as a 
liquor antidote, although I have talk- 
ed it for twenty-five years. 

Some three years ago an article 
appeared which claimed a Nebraska 
I physician as the discoverer of the 
.theory. The good doctor and I will 
never quarrel over it. He can have 
the glory. I do not need it. I am 
only too glad to see that my views 
have gained some scientific backing. 

"If you remove the desire for drink 
the liquor question will solve itself, 
and while poverty may not be ban- 
ished the general welfare of the peo- 



ple will be much improved. And I 
even if my scheme is never adopted I \ 
will feel a thousand times repaid for j 
my pains if I can only convince the 
mothers of our country that those 
who have the means to do so, that to 
implant the fruit habit in their chil- 
dren is the best assurance for a tem- 
perate life."
